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Report To The Elba Chamber of Commerce 


By Thorne Lane 


As your newly-elected president, 1 attended an all- 
day meeting in Troy Saturday, last week, of officials from 
local Chambers of Commerce throughout Alabama, as well 
as officials of the state and national Chambers of Com- 
merce. 


The meeting, held at Viking Motel, was unlike any 
previous convention of any organization I had ever at. 
tended, It was in the form of classroom instruction in 
Chamber of Commerce operations which, however, was 
conducted in seminar form, not a series of lectures, It was 
an intensive day’s work. 


Because of the lapse of time before the next member- 
ship meeting of The Elba Chamber of Commerce, I want 
to provide now to the membership the following impress- 
ions gained: ' 

(1) The entire country is entering a period of unpre- 
cedented growth in the Soaring Sixties when many formu- 
las of the past must be changed to cope with new condi- 
tions. Some communities will grow. Others will deterior- 
ate. Growth will depend upon how’ well a community meets 
new conditions One man cannot keep a community grow- 
ing. It will require organized effort in a Chamber of Com- 
merce or similar organization. 

(2) It is better to have a Camber of Commerce of fif- 
ty members, active and willing to work, than a thousand 
members willing to do no more than pay an annual mem- 
bership fee and attend a membership meeting. A Chamber 
of Commerce must be organized. The pivot of the organi- 
zation is an active Board of Directors. The By-Laws 
should provide that any Board member who fails to attend 
as many as two meetings automatically vacates Board 
membership. : 

(3) The Board should plan a program for the vear 
tailored to fit the individual community's needs then de- 
vise a plan to try to attain those needs. These plans should 
be worked out with membership committees. Committees 
which fail to function should be supplanted by the hoard 
with a new membership. 


(4) Care should be taken not to give too much work 
to any one member just because he is willing to work. The 
duties should be divided without over-loading any single 
committee, yet taking care that only those members are 
put on committees who are willing to work. 


(5) The membership canvass should not be a task as- 
signed to a single small committee, but should be an effort 
joined by every member who has shown an interest in the 
Chamber of Commerce, and should be concentrated within 
a two-day or three-day period. This should be preceded by 
careful planning so that an undue burden will not fall on 
anyone. 


To summarize: I could not but think how fortunate 
Elba is in opportunities if used. I thought of the big ditch 
eut from Carrabelle, Florida, to Brownsville, Texas, much 
of it through open terrain and piney woods, only 12 feet 
deep and 125 feet wide, but has brought undreamed-of 
prosperity to the Gulf Coast. Yet Elba has a big ditch al- 
ready cut through the center of town southward to join 
the Choctawhaichee at Geneva, and to the open Gulf, All 
our ditch needs is to be cleared of snags, trees, sand bars, 
and deepened with dams which would, in turn, supply new 
sources of hydro-electric power to new industry in Coffee 
and adjoining counties, Stuart X. Stephenson is now writ- 
ing a series of articles in The Montgomery Advertiser en_ 
titled “Cities That Might Have Been.” Therein lies a les-

Montgomery Area 
Recession Fading, 
Statistics Show 


(From Montgomery Ady.) 


There are signs Montgom- 
ery is recovering from a reces- 
sion that for most of its citi- 
zens never really existed, 


But for some it was very real 
and very painful. 


People who watch closely the 
economy of the city say Mont- 
gomery was spared the pains 
of a general recession for two 
reasons— the State govern- 
ment and the U. S. Air Force. 


Government payrolls, trades 
and services give the city a 


reasonably steady economy. 


Areas in the state and na- 
tion hit hardest by the reces- 
sion were the manufacturing 
centers. Montgomery's econo- 
my does not depend to a great 


degree on manufacturing in- 
come, 
Over the state, construction 


is showing an increase. April 
contracts for future construc- 
tion in the state totaled $4%,- 
593,000, a 9 per cent increase 
over the year earlier level, ac- 
cording to figures from the F. 
W. Dodge Corp. 

A breakdown of the contracts 
shows: Noti-residential at $12,- 
230,000, up 6 per cent; residen- 
tial at $18,791,000, up 3 per 
cent; and heavy engineering 
at $11,572,000, up 24 per cent. 

Construction contracts for 
the first four months of the 
year totaled $173,876, an in- 
crease of 39 per cent over the 
same period in 1960. 

Factory workers in Alabama 
continued to earn more per 
hour on an average than those 
in the other Southeastern 
states. The Alabama average 
was $1.94. Only Florida came 
close to that level. iGoerida faec- 
tory workers earned an aver- 
age of $1.91. Total Florida take 
home pay was slightly higher 
because of more hours worked. 

The Federal Reserve Bank 
of Atlanta reported increased 
economic activity in the South 
east during April and May and 
declared there were definite 
signs of economic recovery.
